New Malady Noted 
Among Young Cattle 


Another 
“ mystery malady ' 
of 
young cattle which seetns to strike 
most 
J;,-rs in the winter months, 
causing death in most cases, has 
been reported in western cornbell 
states according to the American 
Veterinary Medical Association. 
Although 
.studied 
in 
about 
50 
herds by veterinarians, the disease 
has been limited thus far. It usual- 
ly affects only a few young cattle J 
in each herd and has some of 
the characteristics of a 
former j 
mystery condition, hyperkeratosis. 
I once called X-disease. 
Symptoms of the disease listed i 
in the AVM A report included ulcers 
on tile nostrils, muzzle, lips and 
j mouth. Ulcers also were found in j 
the stomach and intestines of most j 
cases. The disease was marked J 
by drooling, 
scours, emaciation, 
and depression. 
The AVM A reports this disease I 
is not contagious but the cause j 
has not yet been found.

association 
stressed 
the ' 
point that the* new disease appar- 1 
ently is not as yet a serious threat 
to cattie, 
but recommended 
re-! 
search to determine the cause and ; 
to develop methods, for its pi e- t 
vent ion and control before it does 
become a major problem.

Let me introduce you to a 
bacterial disease which will soon 
rear its head as the number one 
disease control problem to the 
dairymen of Texas. Bangs dis­ 
ease has been a thorn in the 
side of our dairymen for many 
years, but because of its pecu­ 
liar nature ad .prevalence has 
been just one of the necessary 
evils to contend with. 


Bangs disease, as dealt with 
by the dairymen, is caused by 
the 
bacteria 
Brucella-abortus. 
Tho bacteria gains entrance us­ 
ually with the food or wrater the 
cow takes in. From the digestive 
tract it passes into the blood 
stream and finds its normal hab­ 
itat in the genital organs of the 
cow. 
more specifically in 
the 
gravid uterus between the cot­ 
yledons or buttons and the a t ­ 
tachments of the 
fetal 
mem­ 
branes. Here tin- bacteria repro­ 
duces 
itself m 
such 
numbers 
that premature birth of the calf 
occurs. Other .symptoms of the 
disease include retention of the 
fetal membranes and difficulty 
of conception. Visible symptoms 
of sickness are absent and or­ 
dinarily when the cow has lost 
one calf she builds up a resis­ 
tance to the diseease and may 
have normal calves thereafter. 
I This cowr is, however, a carrier 
and spreader of the disease.

The counterpart of Bangs dis- 
| ease in the human is termed 
I Brucellosis or undulant fever. 
Ii is possible for man to c o n ­ 
tract this disease from the cow 
by drinking raw milk from in­ 
fected cows or by handling such 
cow s.

A 
standard 
milk 
ordinance 
which 
became 
effective 
Sept. 
1st of this year, requires that 
a f t e r a 5 year period all rows 
producing grade A milk must 
have an, annual Bangs negative 
I est. 
This type of program I be­ 
lieve will eventually eliminate 
the disease hut will he a tre­ 
mendous problem to our dairy­ 
men.
